Section  3  of  Chapter  805  of  the  Public 
Laws,  passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D.  1912, 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  state  registration  of 
trained  nurses,'^  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

"Sec.  3.  Said  board  may  adopt  by-laws  not  in- 
consistent with  this  act  to  govern  its  proceedings, 
and  rules  and  regulations  for  the  examination  of  ap- 
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pUcants  for  registratiou,  and  shaU  cause  the  same  to 
be  printed  for  distribution  to  similar  boards,  state 
associations  of  nurses,  and  to  such  applicants.  It 
shall  meet  at  least  twice  in  each  year  to  examine  such 
applicants,  and  shall  give  notice  of  such  meetings  by 
publication  in  at  least  two  newspapers  and  in  at  least 
one  journal  devoted  to  the  interests  of  professional 
nursing.

There  shall  be  a  board  of  police  Board  oipoHoe 
commissioners  for  the  town  of  Cumberland,  consisting  •^»>^*>«*' 
of  three  members,  all  of  whom  shall  be  qualified 
electors  of  said  town.    At  the  present  session  of  the 
general  assembly  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  wTtJS*'^*^ 
consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  one  member  of 
said  board  to  hold  o£Bice  until  the  first  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, A.  D.  1916,  one  member  to  hold  office  until 
the  first  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1917,  and  one  mem- 
bet  to  hold  office  until  the  first  day  of  February, 
A.  D.  1918.    In  the  month  of  January,  at  the  Jan- 
uary session  of  the  general  assembly,  A.  D.  1916,  and 
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in  the  month  of  January  at  the  January  session  of 
the  general  assembly  in  every  year  thereafter  the 
governor  shall  so  appoint  one  member  of  said  board 
to  hold  oflBice  until  the  first  day  of  February,  in  the 
third  year  after  his  appointment  to  succeed  the 
member  of  said  board  whose  term  will  next  expire.

1913,  by  each  of  said  towns,  one  member  shall  serve 
for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three 
years;  and  thereafter  at  each  annual  election  for 
town  officers  in  each  of  said  towns,  there  shall  be 
elected  one  member  of  the  school  committee  to  serve 
for  three  years. 

Of  the  board  of  tax  assessors  so  chosen  in  1913,  by  tm 
each  of  said  towns,  one  member  shall  serve  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years; 
and  thereafter  at  each  annual  election  for  town 
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officers  in  each  of  said  towns,  there  shall  be  elected 
one  assessor  of  taxes  to  serve  for  three  years. 

Sec.  9.  The  town  council  of  each  of  said  towns 
may  elect  a  probate  judge  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  306,  Section  3  of  the  General  Laws. 

Sec.  10.  All  proceedings  commenced  or  pending 
prior  to  the  time  when  this  act  shall  take  effect  before 
the  court  of  probate  in  the  present  town  of  Warwick, 
over  which  the  court  of  probate  of  the  town  of  West 
Warwick  would  acquire  jurisdiction,  shall  remain 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  probate  of  the 
town  of  Warwick  imtil  their  final  termination. 

Sec.  11.  The  town  officers  now  in  office  in  the 
present  town  of  Warwick  shall  hold  office  imtil  the 
officers  of  the  respective  towns  of  Warwick  and  West 
Warwick  shall  have  been  elected  as  provided  for 
in  this  act,  and  shall  have  qualified  for  their  respec- 
tive offices,  and  said  town  officers  shall  continue  to 
perform  for  both  of  said  towns  all  of  the  duties  now 
imposed  by  law  upon  them,  until  such  new  officers 
are  eleqted  and  qualified.

All  persons  who  if  reg- 
istered would  be  qualified  to  vote  in  the  present  town 
of  Warwick  at  the  annual  election  to  be  holden  on 
the  fourth  day  of  November,  1913,  if  this  act  had 
not  been  passed,  may  register  with  the  town  clerk 
of  the  present  town  of  Warwick  in  the  same  manner

An  annual  financial  town  meeting  of  the  SSftSSS^  ^^"^ 
electors  qualified  to  vote  upon  a  proposition  to  impose 
a  tax  or  for  the  expenditure  of  money  shall  be  held 
in  each  of  said  towns.  The  first  financial  town 
meeting  to  be  held  in  each  of  said  towns  shall  be 
holden  therein  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  November, 
A.  D.  1913,  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  at  a 
place  to  be  designated  and  provided  for  said  meetings 
by  the  present  town  councU  of  the  town  of  Warwick.

The  city  coimcil  of  the  city  of  Woon- 
socket  is  hereby  authorized  to  exempt  the  real  estate 
now  owned  by  the  Church  of  the  Precious  Blood,  a 
religious  corporation  established  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  and  situated  in  part  on 
Rathbun  street  and  Diamond  Hill  road,  in  the  city 
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of  Woonsocket,  and  used  as  a  cemetery,  from  the 
payment  of  certain  assessments  made  for  the  con- 
struction of  certain  sewers  in  said  Rathbun  street, 
which  said  assessments  were  certified  against  said 
Church  of  the  Precious  Blood  by  the  sewer  com- 
missioners of  the  city  of  Woonsocket  on  March  1,

The  annual  meeting  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  holden  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  month  of 
December,  in  each  year,  the  polls  to  be  open  for  the 
election  of  the  several  officers  mentioned  in  Section  4 
of  this  act,  whose  names  shall  be  placed  upon  one 
ballot,  from  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  until  eight 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  after  which  all  other  necessary 
business  shall  be  transacted.  Special  meetings  may

Sec.  4.  Said  taxable  inhabitants  at  each  annual 
meeting  and  at  any  other  meeting  when  vacancies 
occur,  may  elect  officers  to  serve  for  one  year,  or 
until  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  until  others  be 
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chosen  in  their  stead;  which  officers  shall  consist  of 
a  moderator,  clerk,  treasurer,  three  assessors  and  a 
collector  of  taxes,  whose  duties  and  powers  within 
said  district  shall  be  such  as  like  officers  of  towns  in 
this  state  have  in  their  respective  towns;  and  also 
three  members  of  an  administrative  board,  who, 
together  with  the  treasurer  and  first  assessor  ol  taxes 
of  the  district,  shall  constitute  said  administrative 
board,  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  said  board  shall 
be  defined  by  by-laws  of  said  district.

Said  corporation  may  raise  money,  by  corporation 
tax  on  the  property  in  said  fire  district,  for  the  pur-  «^"«*»*  ^ 
pose  of  laying,  making,  constructing,  and  maintain- 
ing  main  drains  and  common  sewers  in  any  of  the 
streets  of  said  town,  within  and  without  said  district,

drains  and  common  sewers  and  all  the  appliances 
and  equipments  thereof  and  used  in  connection 
therewith,  the  water  pipes,  hydrants,  safety  valves, 
water  gates,  hose,  or  other  apparatus  or  property 
of  the  district,  and,  for  breach  of  any  such  by-law, 
may  provide  a  penalty,  not  exceeding  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  for  the  use  of  the  district,  or 
imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  thirty  days, 
which  penalty  may  be  enforced  by  prosecution,  on 
complaint  of  any  member  of  said  board  of  firewards 
before  the  district  court  of  the  seventh  judicial 
district  of  this  state. 

The  firewards  elected  by  said  district 
may  order,  in  time  of  fire,' such  buildings  to  be  pulled 
down,  or  blown  up,  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to 
stop  the  progress  of  the  fire;  and  if  it  shall  happai 
that  the  pulling  down  or  blowing  up  of  any  such 
buildings,  by  direction  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  the 
occasion  of  stopping  the  progress  of  such  fire,  or  if 
the  fire  stops  before  it  comes  to  the  same,  the  owner 
shall  be  reasonably  paid  therefor  by  a  tax  upon  said 
district,  the  amoxmt  of  which  tax  shall  be  adjudged 
by  the  superior  court  for  the  coxmty  of  Providence,

AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NORWICH  AND  WESTERLY   Approved 

May  6,  1013. 
TRACTION   COMPANY.  

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Norwich  and  Westerly  Traction 
Company,  a  corporation  existing  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Connecticut,  having  acquired  by  pur- 
chase the  rights,  property,  privileges,  and  franchises 
of  the  Pawcatuck  Valley  Street  Railway  Company 
and  of  the  Westerly  and  Connecticut  Railway  Com- 
pany, the  stockholders  of  the  Norwich  and  Westerly 
Traction  Company  are  hereby  made  a  corporation 
under  that  name  in  this  state  for  the  purpose  of 
maintainmg  and  operating  the  street  railways  hereto- 
fore constructed,  and  of  constructing,  maintaining 
and  operating  such  additional  street  railways  as  are 
authorized  by  the  charters  of  said  Pawcatuck  Valley 
Street  Railway  Company  and  said  Westerly  and 
Connecticut  Railway  Company,  or  as  may  be  here- 
after duly  authorized.  And  as  to  each  of  the  street 
railways  and  properties  heretofore  constructed  or 
acquired,  and  as  to  any  to  be  hereafter  constructed 
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or  acquired,  in  addition  to  either,  the  corporation 
hereby  created  shall  have,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the 
rights,  properties,  privileges  and  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  all  the  obligations,  duties  and  liabiUties, 
given  to,  acquired  under,  and  imposed  by,  the  charter 
of  the  said  Pawcatuck  Valley  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany or  of  the  said  Westerly  and  Connecticut  Rail- 
way Company  and  franchises  heretofore  granted 
under  which  said  street  railway  has  been  or  shall  be 
constructed  or  operated,  or  said  property  has  been 
or  shall  be  acquired. 

Sec.  2.  One  of  the  directors  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  this  state,  upon  whom,  or 
upon  any  officer  of  said  corporation  in  this  state, 
process  against  it  may  be  lawfully  served. 

Sec.  3.  The  bonds  heretofore  issued,  and  the 
mortgage  to  secure  said  bonds  heretofore  executed, 
by  said  Connecticut  corporation  to  the  Old  Colony 
Trust  Company,  and  dated  November  1,  1912,  are 
hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  as  obligations  of  the 
corporation  hereby  created  and  said  mortgage  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  valid  lien  upon  the  property  of 
said  corporation  located  in  this  state  with  the  same 
effect  as  though  this  act  had  been  passed  before  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  said  mortgage  and  bonds. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately 
upon  its  approval  by  the  governor.

ASSOCIATION. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  a^  follows: 

Section  1.  Albert  Knight,  Henry  N.  Francis, 
Edwin  O.  Chase,  Henry  P.  Stone,  Eustace  Crees, 
Frederick  L.  Pierce,  William  H.  Famsworth,  their 
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associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  con- 
stituted and  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  of  the  Providence  Building  Loan  Asso- 
ciation, for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  members 
thereof  to  have  the  benefit  of  security  and  economy, 
and  to  accumulate  by  monthly  payments,  fines, 
premiums  on  loans  and  interest  on  investments,  a 
fund  to  enable  them  to  purchase  and  build  dwellings 
for  themselves,  and  to  acquire,  hold  and  manage  real 
estate,  and  to  transact  other  business  appertaining 
and  incidental  thereto ;  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
all  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
duties  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  Chapter  213  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  of  all  acts  in  amendment  thereof 
or  in  addition  thereto  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  227  of  the  General  Laws  and  all 
acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition  thereto. 
But  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  authorize  said  corporation  to  do  a  banking  busi- 
ness, except  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  on  its  proper  business,  which  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  that  of  a  building  and  loan  association. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  accumu- 
lated, and  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  two  hundred 
dollars  each.  Said  capital  stock  may  from  time  to 
time  be  increased  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  million 
dollars,  and  upon  any  increase  of  the  capital  stock, 
a  certificate  of  the  vote  of  the  stockholders  duly 
attested  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  corpo- 
ration, together  with  the  certificate  of  the  general 
treasurer  that  said  corporation  has,  with  previous 
payments  to  the  general  treasurer,  paid  into  the 
treasury  for  the  use  of  the  state,  a  sum  equal  to 
one-tenth  of  one  per  centum  of  its  capital  stock,  if 
so  increased,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
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of  state.  No  stockholder  shall  sell  or  pledge  his 
stock,  or  any  portion  of  the  same  without  first  offer- 
ing the  same  to  the  corporation  in  writing  at  the 
lowest  price  at  which  he  is  willing  to  sell  the  same, 
and  the  corporation  shall  have  ten  days  within  which 
to  accept  or  reject  said  ofifer. 

Sec.  3.  The  shares  in  said  capital  stock  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  personal  estate,  and  shall  be  transferred 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws 
of  the  corporation,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  840  of  the  Public  Laws,  passed  at  the 
January  session,  A.  D.  1912,  and  the  stock  and  shares 
of  every  stockholder  shall  be  pledged  and  liable  for  all 
debts,  assessments,  fines  and  claims  due,  and  owing 
from  such  stockholder  to  such  corporation,  whether 
overdue  or  due  at  a  future  time,  and  such  stock  or 
shares  may  be  sold  for  the  payment  of  such  debts  and 
demands,  in  such  manner  as  the  corporation  by  its 
by-laws  may  prescribe,  and  in  case  the  proceeds  of 
such  sales  shall  be  insufiicient  to  discharge  such 
debts  or  demands,  with  incidental  expenses,  the  cor- 
poration may  have  their  action  against  the  debtor  for 
the  balance  due,  and  in  case  of  a  surplus  over  such 
debts  and  demands,  interest  and  expenses,  the  same 
shall  be  paid  back  to  the  debtor. 

Sec.  4.  Every  conveyance  of  land  made  by  said 
corporation  shall  be  under  its  seal,  executed  by  such 
ofiicer  as  shall  be  prescribd  by  the  by-laws  or  by 
vote  of  the  corporation  and  acknowledged  by  him  as 
its  deed,  and  be  recorded  in  the  town  where  the  land 
lies  which  is  described  in  such  conveyance. 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  of  said  corporation  holden  in  the  city  of 
Providence,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January  of 
each  year,  for  the  choice  of  officers,  and  for  such  other 
business  as  may  come  before  them,  and  at  all  meetings 
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of  the  corporation  all  matters  shall  be  decided  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  present,  allowing  each  stock- 
holder one  vote;  and  a  majority  of  the  stockholders 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  6.  Said  corporation  shall  have  a  counting- 
room  and  a  place  of  business  in  the  city  of  Providence. 

Sec.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage.

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Frederick  W.  Arnold,  Louis  C.  Saun- 
ders and  Stephen  C.  Miller,  their  associates,  success- 
ors and  assigns  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by 
the  name  of  ^'The  Arnold  Company,"  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  on  as  agents,  brokers  or  attorneys  the 
business  of  fire,  marine,  life,  employers  liability, 
accident,  burglary  and  fidelity  insurance;  subject 
to  the  requirements,  duties  and  liabilities  imposed 
upon  agents  of  insurance  companies  and  insurance 
brokers  by  Chapters  39,  220,  221,  222,  224,  225  and 
226  of  the  General  Laws,  and  of  the  acts  in  amend- 
ment thereof  and  in  addition  thereto;  acquiring, 
holding,  managing,  improving,  leasing,  mortgaging, 
selling,  transferring  and  conveying  real  estate,  chattel 
interests  in  realty,  leasehold  estates,  personal  prop- 
erty, stocks,  debentiures,  bonds  and  notes  of  other 
corporations;  the  building  of  houses  and  other  build- 
mgs  and  structures;  the  transaction  of  a  brokerage 
business  in  real  estate,  mortgages,  stocks,  debentures, 
bonds,  notes  and  other  obligations;  the  care  and 
management  of  estates,  collecting  rents,  and  acting 
as  agents  and  attorneys ;  the  carrying  on  of  a  public 
warehouse  business  and  issuing  warehouse  receipts, 
negotiable  or  non-negotiable ;  and  for  the  transaction 
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of  any  other  business  connected  with  any  of  the 
foregoing  purposes  or  incidental  thereto,  subject  to 
all  the  duties  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  Chapters 
213  and  214  of  the  General  Laws  and  the  acts  in 
amendment  thereof  or  in  addition  thereto:  Pro- 
videdf  however,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  act 
shall  authorize  said  corporation  to  carry  on  a  general 
banking  or  trust  company  business. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  such  amount  as  may  be  fixed,  from  time  to 
time,  by  the  corporation  not  exceeding  the  simi  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  said  shares 
shall  be  transferred  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  pro-

Every  conveyance  of  land  made  by  said 
corporation  shall  be  under  its  seal  and  executed  by 
such  officer  or  officers  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
provided  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  4.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  office  in  the 
city  of  Providence,  and  there  shall  be  an  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders  held  in  the  city  of  Providence 
at  such  time  as  the  by-laws  shall  prescribe  for  the 
election  of  officers  and  for  the  transaction  of  such 
other  business  as  may  come  before  it;  but  the  validity 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  impaired  by  the  failure  to  hold 
such  meeting  and  the  business  of  such  meeting  may 
be  transacted  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  corporation 
held  thereafter.

Ferry  Railway  Company,'  passed  at  the  January 
session,  A.  D.  1902,  and  of  all  acts  in  amendment 
thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,"  which  said  act  was 
passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D.  1911,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"  Sec.  4.  If  said  corporation  shall  fail  to  build  and 
construct  said  road  in  the  towns  of  Bristol  and  War- 
ren on  or  before  May  15,  1915,  then  the  provision 
applying  to  said  towns  hereby  granted  shall  be  void 
and  of  no  efifect." 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately, 
and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed.

ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  SOUTHERN  NEW  ENGLAND   

RAILWAY  COMPANY,'-  PASSED  AT  THE  JANUARY 
SESSION  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY,  A.  D.  IQIO, 
AND  THE  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  THEREOF,  PASSED  AT 
THE  JANUARY  SESSION,  A.  D.  1911. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.     Section  7  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act 
to  incorporate  the  Southern  New  England  Railway 
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Company,"  passed  at  the  January  session  of  the 
general  assembly,  A.  D.  1910,  as  amended  by  an  act 
passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D.  1911,  is  hereby 
further  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

''Sec.  7.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  acquire  by  condemnation  from 
time  to  time  such  lands,  and  interests  and  estates  in 
lands  as  said  corporation  may  from  time  to  time  take 
under  the  authority  of  this  act  and  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided,  including  any  land  belonging  to 
any  other  railroad  company  not  necessary  for  such 
railroad  company's  present  business  or  its  business 
in  the  reasonably  near  future:  Provided,  that  this 
act  shall  not  authorize  said  corporation  to  acquire  by 
condemnation,  any  portion  of  the  location  or  right 
of  way  of  any  other  railroad  or  street  railway  com- 
pany or  any  highway,  except  for  the  purpose  of  cross- 
ing such  location,  right  of  way  or  highway  either 
above  or  below  grade  and  of  maintaining  suitable  and 
convenient  abutments  or  other  supports  for  the 
structiures  erected  or  constructed  for  such  crossing 
and  so  as  not  to  impair  the  use  of  such  highway  or  the 
present  operation  of  said  railroad  or  street  railway, 
or  its  operation  in  the  reasonably  near  future,  nor  ta 
condemn  land  lying  within  any  cemetery,  public 
park  or  square,  or  other  public  place  except  the 
following  tracts  of  land:  Tract  No.  1:  The  center 
line  of  this  tract  commences  at  a  point,  said  point 
being  one  hundred  and  seven  feet,  more  or  less,  from 
the  intersection  of  Manton  avenue  and  Riverdale 
street,  thence  running  south  30^  01'  west  for  a  dis- 
tance of  four  hundred  and  eighty-five  and  five- 
tenths  feet,  more  or  less,  thence  curving  to  the  left 
with  a  radius  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ten 
and  eight  one-hundredths  feet,  about  six  hundred 
and  forty-four  and  two-tenths  feet,  more  or  less,  to  a 
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point  on  the  southwesterly  line  of  the  Woonasqua- 
tucket  reservation,  so-called.  The  side  line  defining 
the  easterly  limits  of  this  tract  is  described  as  follows : 
Beginning  at  a  point  where  the  aforesaid  center  line 
makes  an  intersection  with  the  side  Une  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad,  Pascoag 
division,  thence  easterly  along  said  line  to  a  point 
sixty-five  feet,  more  or  less  measured  at  right  angles, 
from  the  aforedescribed  center  line,  thence  southerly 
and  parallel  to  the  aforedescribed  center  line  to  a  point 
on  the  southwesterly  line  of  the  Woonasquatucket 
r^ervation,  so-called,  thence  southwesterly  along  the 
side  line  of  said  reservation,  to  a  point,  said  point 
being  sixty-five  feet,  more  or  less,  measured  at  right 
angles,  from  the  aforedescribed  center  Une,  thence 
running  northerly  and  parallel  to  the  aforedescribed 
center  line  to  a  point  on  the  aforesaid  line  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company, 
Pascoag  division,  thence  following  the  aforesaid  side 
line  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company,  Pascoag  division,  in  a  southerly 
direction,  to  the  point  of  beginning.  Tract  No.  2: 
The  center  line  of  this  tract  commences  at  a  point, 
said  point  being  three  hundred  and  forty-foiu"  and 
nine-tenths  feet,  more  or  less,  from  the  intersection 
of  Cass  avenue  and  Elm  avenue,  thence  curving  to 
the  right  in  a  southerly  direction,  with  a  radius  of  two 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four  and  ninety- 
three  one  hundredths  feet,  more  or  less,  a  distance  of 
three  hundred  and  thirty  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the 
southerly  line  of  the  so-called  Central  Park,  in  the  city 
of  Woonsocket.  The  Une  defining  the  easterly  limit 
of  this  tract  is  described  as  foUows:  Beginnmg  at  a 
point  at  the  intersection  of  the  aforesaid  centre  line 
in  the  southerly  Une  of  Cass  avenue,  thence  easterly 
along  the  southerly  line  to  Cass  avenue  to  a  point 
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about  eighty  feet,  more  or  less,  measured  at  right 
angles  from  the  above  described  center  line,  thence 
southeriy  and  parallel  to  the  aforedescribed  center 
Ime  a  distance  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  feet, 
more  or  less,  to  the  southerly  limit  of  the  so-called 
Central  Park.  The  line  defining  the  westerly  limit  of 
this  tract  is  described  as  foUows:  Beginning  at  a 
point  on  the  southerly  line  of  Cass  avenue,  said  point 
being  eighty  feet,  more  or  less,  measured  at  right 
angles,  from  the  aforedescribed  center  line,  thence 
southerly  and  parallel  to  the  aforedescribed  center 
line  to  the  southerly  line  of  the  so-called  Central 
Park. 

'^  Whenever  said  corporation  may  take  any  lands, 
or  any  interests  or  estates  therein,  it  shall  file  in  the 
superior  court  in  the  county  in  which  said  lands  are 
located,  a  certificate  containing  a  general  description 
of  such  lands  and  a  statement  of  the  interests  and  es- 
tates therein  which  are  taken,  and  a  list  of  the  owners 
thereof,  and  the  persons  interested  therein,  so  far  as 
the  same  may  be  known  to  said  corporation.  Said 
certificate  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  plat  showing 
the  location  of  such  lands,  and  shall  contain  a  notice 
that  said  corporation  will  give  such  security  as  the 
court  may  require  for  the  payment  of  all  such  costs 
and  damages  as  may  be  finally  awarded  to  any  person 
interested  in  the  lands  taken  in  the  proceedings  com- 
menced by  the  filing  of  such  certificate. 

''Upon  the  filing  of  such  certificate  and  plat  the 
court  shall  enter  an  order  fixing  the  time  when  and 
the  place  where  all  persons  interested  in  the  land  in 
said  certificate  described  may  appear  before  said 
court  and  be  heard  with  reference  to  the  appointment 
of  commissioners  to  appraise  the  damages  sustained 
by  them  by  such  taking  and  the  secmity  to  be  given 
by  said  corporation  for  damages  and  costs,  and  the 
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clerk  of  said  court  shall  thereupon  issue  a  notice, 
directed  to  the  persons  named  in  said  certificate  and 
to  all  other  persons  interested  in  said  land,  containing 
the  substance  of  said  certificate  and  said  order,  which 
notice  shall  be  served  by  publication  for  such  time 
and  in  such  newspaper  or  newspapers  as  the  court 
may  prescribe. 

"At  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  said  notice,  or 
at  any  adjournment  therefrom  ordered  by  the  court, 
the  court,  after  hearing  the  parties  interested  who 
may  appear  and  desire  to  be  heard,  shall  proceed  to 
fix  the  security  to  be  given  by  said  corporation  for 
damages  and  costs,  and  appoint  three  suitable  persons 
as  commissioners  to  appraise  the  damages  sustained 
by  the  persons  interested  in  the  lands  described  in 
said  certificate,  by  reason  of  the  taking  of  said  lands 
or  of  any  interest  or  estate  therfein.  Any  vacancies 
in  said  conoonission  which  may  occur  from  time  to 
time  shall  be  filled  by  the  court,  upon  application  of 
any  party  interested  in  said  proceedings  and  upon 
such  notice  as  the  court  may  direct. 

"Said  conamissioners,  before  they  proceed  to 
execute  their  duties,  shall  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  and 
impartial  discharge  thereof,  and  shall  give  reasonable 
notice,  by  publication  or  otherwise,  in  such  manner 
as  the  court  may  direct,  to  all  persons  interested, 
to  file  their  claims,  if  any  they  have  which  have  not 
been  released  to  said  corporation,  with  the  clerk  of 
said  court  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  said 
notice.  At  the  end  of  the  time  allowed  for  filing 
such  claims,  or  of  any  extension  thereof,  the  com- 
missioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  fix  a  time  and 
place  for  hearing  all  persons  interested,  as  to  the 
damages  by  them  sustained,  and  shall  give  notice 
of  such  hearing  by  publication  in  one  or  more  of  the 
newspapers  published  in  the  county  where  said  lands 
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are  situated ,  once  a  week  for  a  least  three  weeks 
prior  to  the  date  of  such  meeting,  and  shall  give 
further  notice,  if  any,  as  the  court  may  direct.  At 
the  time  and  place  fixed  for  said  hearing,  or  at  aay 
adjournment  therefrom,  the  conmiissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  proceed  to  hear  the  parties 
interested,  with  their  allegations  and  proofs,  aod 
shall  examine  the  premises;  and  shall  estimate  all 
such  damages  as  they  think  any  person  interested 
has  sustained  by  the  taking  of  said  land  or  any  in- 
terest or  estate  therein.  The  conMnissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  at  intervals 
not  exceeding  three  months,  make  returns  of  their 
doings,  if  any,  and  the  damages  assessed  by  them  to 
the  court  from  which  they  received  their  appoint- 
ment; and  with  their  final  report  shall  mark  their 
fees  thereon,  which  fees  being  first  allowed  by  the 
court,  shall  be  forthwith  paid  by  said  corporation. 

"Upon  the  receipt  of  any  return  of  their  doings 
from  said  conMnissioners,  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall 
open  the  same,  and  shall  give  public  notice,  by 
advertisement  for  such  time  in  such  newspaper  or 
newspapers  as  the  court  may  prescribe,  that  such 
report  has  been  received  and  opened  and  that  the 
same  may  be  examined  by  any  party  interested 
therein;  and  either  said  corporation,  or  any  other 
party  aggrieved  by  any  award  made  by  said  com- 
missioners, or  refusal  of  award  by  said  commis- 
sioners, may  claim  a  jury  trial  upon  any  claim  of 
damages  thereby  awarded  or  refused,  and  may  file  a 
claim  for  such  trial  with  the  clerk  of  said  court  at  any 
time  within  three  months  from  the  opening  of  such 
report.  And  such  claim  shall  stand  for  trial  by  jury, 
upon  proper  issues  based  upon  such  claim  as  other 
civil  cases  upon  the  docket  of  such  court,  and  shall 
be  tried  therein  in  every  respect  as  other  civil  cases 
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are  there  tried,  including  the  right  to  except  to  rulings 
and  to  apply  for  new  trial  for  cause.  But  if  the  party 
claiming  such  jury  trial  shall  not  therein  obtain  a 
verdict  more  favorable  to  such  party  than  the  award 
of  said  commissioners,  such  party  shall  pay  costs  to 
the  adverse  party;  and  if  any  party  claiming  such 
jury  trial  shall  obtain  therein  a  verdict  more  favor- 
able than  the  award  of  said  commissioners,  such  party 
shall  recover  his  or  its  costs  from  the  adverse  party. 

"Such  report  of  the  connnissioners  shall  be  con- 
firaied  by  the  court,  after  being  so  corrected  as  to 
conform  to  the  findings  of  the  jury  in  cases  where  a 
jury  trial  is  claimed;  and  upon  such  confirmation, 
execution  or  executions  for  the  damages  fixed  by  said 
report  as  confirmed  shall  issue  against  said  corpora- 
tion as  upon  a  judgment,  in  due  course  of  law. 

"Whenever  said  corporation  shall  have  given  the 
security  fixed  by  the  court  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
it  may  immediately  enter  upon,  take  possession  of, 
and  use  such  lands:  Provided,  however,  that  said 
corporation  shall  not  enter  upon,  take  possession 
of,  or  use  any  land  belonging  to  any  other  railroad 
company  or  street  railway  company,  imtil  the  supe- 
rior court  in  the  county  in  which  such  land  shall  be 
situated  shall  on  petition  preferred  by  said  corpora- 
tion and  upon  such  notice  to  said  other  company  as 
said  comi}  shall  order,  and  after  hearing  the  parties, 
adjudge  said  land  to  be  necessary  for  said  cor- 
poration's operation  at  the  time  of  such  taking  and 
not  necessary  for  the  present  operation  of  said  other 
company  or  for  its  operation  in  the  reasonably  near 
future.  And  either  party  may  except  to  any  such 
decree,  ruling  or  decision  of  said  coml;,  and  may 
prosecute  an  appeal  or  bill  of  exceptions  therefrom  to 
the  supreme  court  as  in  other  equitable  or  civil  causes 
or  actions.    If  either   party  shall    prosecute    such 
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appeal  or  bill  of  exceptions  to  the  supreme  court  said 
corporation  shall  not  enter  upon,  take  possession  of, 
or  use  any  of  said  lands  until  the  merits  of  said 
petition  are  finally  determined. 

^'Said  corporation  may  abandon  any  lands,  or  any 
interests  or  estates  therein,  taken  xmder  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  by  filing  a  notice  of  such  aban- 
donment in  the  oflBice  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  in 
which  the  proceedings  hereinbefore  provided  for  are 
pending,  at  any  time  before  confirmation  of  the 
report  of  the  commissioners  appointed  to  assess  dam- 
ages.    If  said  company  shall  not  have  entered  upon, 
taken  possession  of,  or  used  said  lands  so  abandoned 
or  any  interest  or  estate  therein,  prior  to  the  filing  of 
such  notice  of  abandonment,  all  proceedings  for  the 
assessment  of  damages  for  the  taking  of  the  land,  or 
the  interests  or  estates  therein,  so  abandoned  shall 
cease,  and  said  corporation  shall  pay  to  any  person 
interested  in  the  property  so  abandoned  all  costs  and 
reasonable  expenses,  if  any,  incurred  in  prosecuting 
for  damages  for  the  taking  of  such  land  or  estates,  or 
interest,  therein,  up  to  the  time  of  such  abandonment, 
which  costs  shall  be  taxed  by  the  clerk:    Provided, 
however,  that  if  the  owner  of  said  land  so  abandoned, 
or  of  any  interest  or  estate  therein,  shall  have  suflFered 
any  damage  or  incurred  any  reasonable  expense  prior 
to  the  filing  of  such  notice  of  abandoimaent  by  reason 
of  any  proceedings  for  the  condemnation  of  said  land 
taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  recover  the  same  from  said  corporation 
under  any  proceedings  instituted  under  this  act  to 
determine  the  value  of  said  land  or  of  said  interest 
or  estate  therein,  or  if  no  such  proceedings  have  been 
instituted,  then  by  an  action  of  the  case  against  said 
corporation.     If  said  corporation  shall  have  entered 
upon,  taken  possession  of,  or  used  the  lands,  or  any 
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mterests  or  estates  therein,  so  abandoned,  prior  to 
such  abandonment,  and  the  assessment  of  damages 
for  the  same  is  then  pending  before  commissioners  or

"Section  1.  Edward  S.  Wilkinson,  Gideon  L. 
Spencer,  Jesse  S.  Tourtellot,  their  associates,  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic  by  the  name  of  ^Pawtucket 
Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company/  for  the  purpose  of 
insuring  all  kinds  of  buildings  and  other  property 
against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  lightning,  wind 
storms,  floods,  tornadoes,  earthquakes  or  explosions, 
and  also  against  loss  or  damage  by  water  to  any  goods 
or  premises,  arising  from  the  breakage  or  leakage  of 
sprinklers,  pimips  or  other  apparatus  erected  for  ex- 
tinguishing fires,  and  of  water  pipes,  and  against 
accidental  injury  to  such  sprinklers,  pumps  or  other 
apparatus,  and  upon  vessels,  boats,  cargoes,  goods, 
merchandise,  freights,  profits,  conmiissions,  rents  and, 
other  property,  against  loss  or  damage  by  all  or  any

Every  person  insured  by  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  a  member  thereof  during  the  life  of  his 
policy  and  no  longer,  and  at  all  meetings  of  the  cor- 
poration shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  if  his 
insurance  shall  amount  to  more  than  ten  thousand

The  management  of  the  business  and 
affairs  of  the  corporation,  shall  be  vested  in  a  board 
of  directors,  the  number  of  which  shall  be  fixed  from 
time  to  time  by  the  by-laws.  The  directors  elected 
in  the  year  1914  shall  be  divided  as  near  as  may  be 
into  three  equal  classes.

ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  SLATER  MUTUAL  FIRE 
INSURANCE  COMPANY,  IN  PROVIDENCE,"  PASSED  BY 
THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  AT  ITS  MAY  SESSION, 
A.   D,    1856. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  act  entitled  ^'An  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Slater  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company, 
m  Providence,"  passed  by  the  general  assembly  at  its 
May  session,  A.  D.  1856,  as  heretofore  amended,  is 
hereby  further  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  1.  The  Hope  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Company  is  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and 
politic  by  that  name,  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  on 
the  mutual  plan  against  loss  or  damage  to  property, 
or  against  loss  or  damage  from  the  prevention  or  sus- 
pension of  the  use  or  occupation  of  property,  caused 
by  fire,  lightnmg,  wind  storms,  tornadoes  or  earth- 
quakes, or  from  other  causes;  and  against  loss  or 
damage  caused  by  any  accidental  injury,  whether  by 
fire  or  otherwise,  to  sprinklers,  pumps  or  other 
apparatus  or  fixtures  installed  for  use  in  extinguishing 
fire;  and  against  loss  or  damage  by  water  arising  from 
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the  breakage,  leakage  or  accidental  opening  of  said 
sprinklers,  pumps  or  other  apparatus  or  fixtures  or 
of  water  pipes;  also  for  the  purpose  of  insuring 
against  loss  or  damage  to  vessels,  cargoes,  goods, 
merchandise,  freights  and  other  property  caused  by 
any  or  all  of  the  risks  of  lake,  river,  canal  and  inland 
navigation  and  transportation;  and  also  for  the 
purpose  of  making  insurances  upon  motor  vehicles, 
their  appurtenances  and  contents,  whether  said 
vehicles  are  stationary  or  in  operation  or  use,  under 
their  own  power  or  otherwise  and  wherever  the  same 
may  be;  with  authority  to  effect  re-insurance  of  all 
or  any  part  of  the  risks  taken  by  it  and  to  re-insure 
all  or  any  part  of  the  risks  of  any  other  fire  insurance 
company,  and  also  for  all  other  purposes  connected 
therewith  or  incidental  thereto,  with  all  the  powers 
and  privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  lia- 
bilities set  forth  in  Chapters  213,  219  and  222  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  all  acts  in  amendment  thereof  or 
in  addition  thereto  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable 
to  this  corporation. 

*'Sec.  2.  Every  person,  firm,  association,  co- 
partnership and  corporation  insured  by  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  a  member  thereof  during  the  life  of  his 
or  its  policy  and  no  longer,  and  at  all  meetings  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  either  in 
person  or  by  proxy,  and  if  his  or  its  insurance  shall 
amount  to  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  he  or  it 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  ten  thousand 
dollars  of  such  insurance :  Provided^  that  no  person, 
whether  voting  in  his  own  right  or  as  the  proxy  or 
representative  of  another  or  others,  or  in  his  own  right 
and  as  such  proxy  and  representative,  shall  be  entitled 
at  any  meeting  of  said  corporation  to  cast  more  than 
five  votes  in  the  aggregate. 

''Sec.  3.    The  management  of  the  business  and 
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affairs  of  the  corporation  shall  be  vested  in  a  board 
of  directors,  the  number  of  which  shall  be  fixed  from 
time  to  time  by  the  by-laws.  The  directors  elected 
in  the  year  1914  shall  be  divided  as  near  as  may  be 
into  three  equal  classes.  The  directors  of  the  first 
class  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year;  the  direc- 
tors of  the  second  class  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
two  years;  and  the  directors  of  the  third  class  shall 
be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years;  and  at  each  .

"Sec.  5.  In  case  losses  shall  be  sustained  for  a 
greater  amount  than  the  existing  funds  of  said  cor- 
poration, the  directors  may  assess  the  policyholders 
for  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  losses 
and  expenses:  Provided^  that  no  policyholder  shall 
be  liable  to  assessment  for  more  than  the  amount 
provided  in  his  policy  or  in  the  by-laws  of  the  cor- 
poration or  for  more  than  the  maximum  amount 
limited  by  law. 

"Sec.  6.  In  addition  to  any  unearned  premium, 
or  re-insurance,  or  other  reserve  which  may  be  re- 
quired by  law,  said  corporation  may  establish  and 
maintain  a  surplus  reserve  against  extraordinary 
losses  or  other  contingencies,  by  appropriating,  from 
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time  to  time,  such  sums  as  the  board  of  directors  may 
determine. 

''Sec.  7.  Upon  termination  of  the  membership  of 
any  member  all  his  right  and  interest  in  the  surplus 
reserve  and  other  assets  of  said  corporation  shall 
forthwith  cease :  Provided,  that  in  case  of  the  liqui- 
dation of  said  corporation  all  persons,  who,  within 
six  years  last  past  before  the  date  of  the  vote  to  go 
into  liquidation  have  been  members  of  the  corpora-

The  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Narragansett  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Company,"  passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D. 
1894,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Henry  Tyler  Grant,  Alfred  U.  Eddy, 
and  George  W.  Taylor,  and  their  associates,  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Narragan- 
sett Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company,  for  the  purpose 
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of  making  insurance  on  aU  kinds  of  buildings  and 
other  property  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  light- 
ning, wind  storms,  tornadoes,  or  earthquakes,  and 
also  against  loss  or  damage  by  water  to  any  goods, 
property  or  premises,  arising  from  the  breakage  or 
leakage  of  sprinklers,  pimips  or  other  apparatus 
erected  for  extinguishing  fires,  and  of  water  pipes, 
and  against  accidental  injury  to  such  sprinklers, 
pumps  or  other  apparatus,  and  against  loss  or 
damage  to  property  arising  from  the  prevention  or 
suspension  of  the  use  or  occupation  of  property, 
caused  by  fire,  lightning  or  wind  storm  on  land  or 
from  other  causes,  and  upon  vessels,  cargoes,  goods, 
merchandise,  freights  and  other  property  against 
loss  or  damage  by  any  or  all  the  risks  of  lake,  river, 
canal  and  inland  navigation  and  transportation,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  making  insurances  upon  auto- 
mobiles, their  appurtenances  and  contents,  whether 
stationary  or  being  operated  under  their  own  power 
or  otherwise,  and  to  re-insure  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  risks  of  any  other  fire  insurance  company 
doing  business  in  this  state,  or  to  effect  re-insurances 
of  all  or  any  part  of  the  risks  taken  by  it,  and  for  all 
other  purposes  connected  therewith  or  incidental 
thereto,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  and  sub- 
ject to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  Chap- 
ters 213, 219  and  222  of  the  General  Laws,  and  all  acts 
in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition  thereto  so  far 
as  they  may  be  applicable  to  this  corporation. 

"  Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  said 
corporation  in  the  city  of  Providence,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  may  be  designated  in  the  by-laws,  for 
the  choice  of  directors  and  the  transaction  of  such 
other  business  as  may  properly  come  before  them, 
and  all  directors  once  elected  may  hold  their  offices 
respectively  till  others  are  elected  in  their  stead. 
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^'Sec.  3.  Every  person  insured  on  the  mutual 
plan  by  said  corporation  shall  be  a  member  thereof 
during  the  life  6i  his  policy,  but  no  longer,  and  at  all 
meetings  of  the  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  if  his  insur- 
ance shall  amount  to  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars,

The  directors  of  the  first  class  shall 
be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year;  the  directors  of 
the  second  class  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two 
years;  and  the  directors  of  the  third  class  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  three  years ;  and  at  each  annual 
election  the  successors  to  the  class  of  directors  whose 
term  shall  expire  in  that  year,  shall  be  elected  to  hold 
office  for  a  term  of  three  years.

THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  PERTAINING  TO  SAID  COR-

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.     The   following  acts  of  the  general 
assembly  pertaining  to  the  Narragansett  Machine 
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Company,  a  corporation  created,  organized  and  doing 
business  by  virtue  of  said  acts  of  the  general  assembly, 
to  wit:     "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Eagle  Metal 
Company,"  passed  at  the  May  session,  A.  D.  1868; 
"An  act  in  amendment  of  an  act,  entitled  'An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Eagle  Metal  Company,'  "  passed  at 
the  January  session,  A.  D.  1872;  "An  act  in  amend- 
ment of  an  act,  entitled  '  An  act  in  amendment  of  an 
act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Eagle  Metal 
Company," ' "  passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D. 
1887;  "An  act  in  amendment  of  an  act,  entitled  'An 
act  to  incorporate  the  Eagle  Metal  Company,'  " 
passed  at  the  May  session,  A.  D.  1889;  "An  act  to 
authorize  the  Narragansett  Machine  Company  to

Machine  Company  to  increase  its  capital  stock  and  to 
carry  on  additional  business,"  passed  at  the  November 
session,  A.  D.  1901;  "An  act  authorizing  the  Narra- 
gansett Machine  Company  to  increase  its  capital 
stock,  passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D.  1903;  "An 
act  authorizing  the  Narragansett  Machine  Company 
to  increase  its  capital  stock,"  passed  at  the  January 
session,  A.  D.  1907;  "An  act  authorizing  the  Narra- 
gansett Machine  Company  to  increase  its  capital 
stock,"  passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D.  1911, 
are  hereby  consoUdated  so  that  all  of  said  acts  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  included  within  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  this  act  shall  be  deemed  confirmatory 
of  all  of  said  previous  acts,  and  any  provisions  herein 
contained,  or  any  amendments  hereto,  inconsistent 
with  or  in  addition  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  of 
the  said  acts  shall  be  deemed  to  be  amendments  of 
said  acts  or  of  any  of  them. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Narragansett  Machine  Com- 
pany is  hereby  authorized  to  increase  its  capital 
stock  in  the  amount  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
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so  that  the  authorized  capital  stock  of  said  corpora- 
tion shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  one  million 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  shares  thereof  to 
be  of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and 
said  corporation  is  further  authorized  and  empowered 
to  issue  such  increase  in  the  following  manner, 
namely,  two  himdred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  of 
said  increase  as  preferred  stock  and  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  of  said  increase  as  conmion 
stock. 

The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  purchase  of  the  holders  thereof  the 
five  hundred  shares  of  the  par  value  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars  first  preferred  stock  authorized  by  act  of  the 
general  assembly,  entitled  ^'An  act  to  authorize  the 
Narragansett  Machine  Company  to  issue  preferred 
stock,''  passed  March  12,  1901,  and  upon  obtaining 
title  thereto,  to  re-issue  the  same  as  ordinary  pre- 
ferred stock  of  the  character  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Sec.  3.  The  preferred  stock  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  of  one  class  only,  both  that  now  issued  and 
outstanding  and  that  to  be  issued  imda  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  and  shall  have  all  the  rights^  powers 
and  privileges  granted,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any 
greater  restrictions  and  limitations  than  are  imposed, 
by  any  of  said  previous  acts  of  the  general  assembly 
to  or  upon  the  second  preferred  stock,  so-called,  and 
in  addition  thereto,  shall  have  such  other  rights, 
powers  and  privileges  as  are  hereinafter  set  forth. 
The  rights,  powers  aiid  privileges  to  which  the  said 
preferred  stock  shall  be  entitled  and  the  restrictions, 
conditions  and  limitations  to  which  it  shall  be  subject 
are  as  follows : 

The  said  preferred  stock  shall  be  of  one  class  only 
and  shall  be  issued  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  and  shall  not  be  issued  for  less  than  the  par 
value  thereof. 
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The  holders  of  the  preferred  stock  shall  be  entitled 
to  dividends,  when  and  as  declared  by  the  directors, 
out  of  the  net  profits  or  surplus  of  the  corporation, 
at  the  rate  of  six  per  centiun  per  anniun,  and  no  more, 
payable  quarterly  on  the  first  days  of  August,  No- 
vember, February  and  May  in  each  year  The  divi- 
dends on  the  preferred  stock  shall  be  ciunulative  and 
shall  be  payable  before  any  dividends  on  the  conunon 
stock  shall  be  paid  or  set  apart.  If  in  any  year 
dividends  amounting  to  six  per  centiun  shall  not  have 
been  declared  and  paid  on  the  preferred  stock,  the 
deficiency  shall  be  declared  and  shall  be  payable 
before  any  dividends  shall  be  declared,  paid  upon  or 
set  apart  for  the  common  stock 

In  the  event  of  any  liquidation,  dissolution  or 
winding  up  of  the  corporation,  the  holders  of  the 
preferred  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid  in  full  the 
par  value  of  their  shares  with  all  declared,  but 
unpaid,  dividends  thereon  and  with  all  acciunulations 
to  which  they  would  have  been  entitled  had  divi- 
dends been  declared,  before  any  payment  or  dis- 
tribution of  assets  shall  be  made  to  the  holders  of  the 
common  stock.

Resolution  expressing  approval  of  the  erection  of  a  ^   no^i. 
dry-dock  by  the  United  States  of  America  for  the  M«r.  13, 1913. 
construction  and  reparation  of  vessels  of  the  navy 
of  the  United  States,  within  the  waters  of  Narra- 
gansett  bay. 

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  gen- 
eral assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  that  the 
government  of  the  United  States  of  America  views 
with  approval  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a 
dry-dock,  wharves,  buildings  and  apparatus  for  the 
construction  and  reparation  of  vessels  of  the  navy  of 
the  United  States  within  the  waters  of  Narragansett 
bay,  within  this  state,  and 

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  gen- 
eral assembly  that  the  government  of  the  United 
States  contemplates  the  erection  and  maintenance  of 
such  dry-dock,  wharves,  buildings  and  apparatus 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid  within  said  waters  of  said 
Narragansett  bay;  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  general  assembly  of  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island  does  hereby  receive  with  pleasure  the 
views  of  the  United  States  of  America  with  reference 
to  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said  dry- 
dock,   wharves,   buildings   and   apparatus   for   the

purposes  aforesaid  within  the  said  Narragansett 
bay,  and  does  hereby  express  its  appreciation  of  the 
contemplated  construction  and  maintenance  of  said 
dry-dock,  wharves,  buildings  and  apparatus  for  said 
purposes,  and  be  it  further . 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be 
directed  to  each  of  the  members  of  the  congress  of 
the  United  States  of  America  representing  therein 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  and  that  they  and  each 
of  them  be  and  they  are  hereby  requested  to  use  their 
good  offices  to  the  end  that  the  contemplated  action 
of  the  United  States  of  America  above  set  forth  may 
be  carried  forward  to  a  successful  conclusion.

Resolvedy  That  the  resignation  of  the  office  of  chief 
justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  tendered  to  this 
general  assembly  by  the  Honorable  Edward  Church 
Dubois,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  accepted;  ^d 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  in  accepting  the  resignation  afore- 
said this  general  assembly  enter  upon  its  record  its 
regret  that  the  Honorable  Edward  Church  Dubois 
lays  aside  the  duties  that  as  associate  justice  and 
chief  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  state  he  has 
discharged  with  fidelity  and  ability  for  nearly  fourteen 
years;  and  that  this  general  assembly  hereby  ex- 
presses its  appreciation  of  the  judicial  services  ren- 
dered by  him  in  the  highest  court  of  the  state  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  reflect  credit  upon  himself  and 
honor  upon  the  judicial  department  of  the  state;  and 
be  it  further 
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Resolved,  That  the  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Provi- 
dence be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  present  to  the  retiring  chief  justice  the  chair  and 
desk  in  the  supreme  court  house,  used  by  him  during 
his  term  of  office,  and  that  the  secretary  of  state  be 
and  he  hereby  is  instructed  to  present  to  the  retiring 
chief  justice  a  copy  of  this  resolution  suitably  en- 
grossed and  certified  under  the  seal  of  the  state.

Resolved y  That  the  sum  of.  five  thousand  dollars 
be  and  the  same  hereby  is  appropriated  for  ex- 
penditure, in  the  discretion  of  the  goveriior,  during 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1913,  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  proper  representation  of  the  state  on  any 
official  occasion  or  at  any  public  ceremonial  or  gath- 
ering; and  the  state  auditor  is  hereby  directed  to 
draw  his  order  or  orders  upon  the  general  treasurer 
for  the  payment  of  such  sum,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time,  out  of  any  money 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  upon

orders  signed  by  the  governor. 


Resolution  providing  for  a  suitable  representation  ^^j^^^J- 
of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  at  the  celebration  ^^^kM^ 
of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  Gettys- 
burg, and  making  an  appropriation  for  the  ex- 
penses pf  such  representation. 

Whereas,  The  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of 
Gettysburg  will  occur  on  the  first,  second,  third  and 
fourth  days  of  July,  A.  D.  1913;  and 
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Whereas,  The  State  of  Pennsylvania  has  invited 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island  to  participate  in  the 
celebration  of  said  anniversary  on  the  battlefield, 
and  has  created  a  board  of  commissioners  to  perfect 
and  execute  plans  for  said  celebration,  in  cooperation 
with  other  states ;  and 

Whereas,  To  that  end  the  states  of  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  and  other  states  have  already  accepted 
invitations  to  cooperate  with  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  have  appropriated  money  for  the  expenses 
incident  thereto,  and  have  appointed  commissioners 
therefor;  and 

Whereas,  The  congress  of  the  United  States  is  to 
take  similar  action  on  the  part  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment; therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  invitation  aforesaid  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  be  and  the  same  hereby  is 
accepted,  and  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  be 
and  he  hereby  is  authorized  and  requested  to  appoint 
five  suitable  persons,  residents  of  this  State,  as  com- 
missioners to  consult  and  cooperate  with  the  com- 
missioners of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  with 
the  commissioners  of  other  states  and  of  the  Federal 
Government,  to  the  end  that,  so  far  as  this  State  is 
concerned,  the  plans  for  the  proper  observance  of 
said  anniversary  may  be  patriotically  and  successfully 
carried  out;  said  commissioners  to  arrange  and  to 
have  full  authority  to  provide  for  the  transportation 
to  and  from  said  battlefield  on  said  occasion  of  the 
general  oflBcers  of  the  State  and  of  all  honorably  dis- 
charged veterans  of  the  Civil  War  of  1861-1865,  now 
residing  in  this  State;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  said  commissioners  shall  serve  with- 
out pay,  but  their  necessary  expenses  and  the  ex- 
penses of  transportation  as  aforesaid  shall  be  paid 
by  the  general  treasurer;  for  which  purposes  the  sum 
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of  seven  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated; 
and  the  state  auditor  is  hereby  directed  to  draw  his 
orders  upon  the  general  treasurer  for  the  payment 
thereof  on  the  receipt  by  him  of  properly  authen- 
ticated vouchers  approved  and  signed  by  the  governor. 


Resolution  providing  for  the  proper  representation  ^   no^. 
of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  at  the  commemora-  aphi  29. 1913. 
tion  of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  Perry's 
victory  on  Lake  Erie  in  September,  1913. 

Whereas,  On  September  10,  1813,  one  of  the 
greatest  naval  victories  of  history  was  won  in  the 
Battle  of  Lake  Erie,  a  victory  of  which  President 
Madison  says  in  his  message  to  congress  on  December 
7,  1813:  ''On  Lake  Erie  the  squadron  under  com- 
mand of  Captain  Perry,  having  met  the  British 
squadron  of  superior  force,  a  sanguinary  contest 
resulted  in  the  capture  of  the  whole.  The  conduct 
of  that  officer,  adroit  as  it  was  daring,  and  which  was 
so  well  seconded  by  his  comrades,  justly  entitles 
them  to  the  admiration  and  gratitude  of  their 
-country  and  will  fill  an  early  page  in  its  naval  annals 
with  a  victory  never  surpassed  in  lustre."    And 

Whereas,  Oliver  Hazard  Perry,  a  native  and 
'Citizen  of  Rhode  Island  built,  equipped,  manned 
and  commanded  the  victorious  American  fleet  on 
that  occasion;  and 

Whereas,  Fifty-one  of  the  fifty-four  guns  in  that 
victorious  American  squadron  were  commanded  by 
Rhode  Islanders;  Perry,  Turner,  Champlin,  Brownell 
andAlmy,  all  Rhode  Islanders,  commanded  vessels; 
Breeze,  Dimham,  Taylor  and  young  Alexander  Perry 
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were  officers  of  the  fleet;  and  Doctor  Usher  Parsons, 
long  a  leading  surgeon  of  the  city  of  Providence,  was 
the  fleet  surgeon;  and 

Whereas,  One  hundred  and  fifty  men  of  the  four 
hundred  comprising  the  American  forces  on  that 
occasion  were  citizens  of  Rhode  Island;  and 

Whereas,  The  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  this 
great  victory,  which  occurs  on  September  10  next, 
will  be  commemorated  by  a  celebration  in  which  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  the  governors  and 
authorities  of  many  of  the  states  of  the  Union,  and 
the  representatives  of  other  governments  will  par- 
ticipate; at  which  time  will  be  dedicated  the  monu- 
ment erected  in  commemoration  of  this  great  victory, 
by  the  United  States  and  by  nine  of  the  states  of  the 
union,  on  Put-in-Bay   Island,  in   Lake    Erie;   and 

Whereas,  Rhode  Island  having  contributed  so 
largely  to  this  great  victory  it  is  fitting  that  the  state 
shall  take  a  prominent  part  in  this  commemoration; 
now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  be  and  the 
same  hereby  is  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  civil  and  military  representation  for  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island  in  the  Perry's  victory  cen- 
tennial celebration,  and  the  state  auditor  is  hereby 
authorized  to  draw  his  orders  on  the  general  treasurer 
for  the  payment  of  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary 
from  time  to  time,  upon  receipt  of  vouchers  approved 
by  the  governor  and  authorized  by  the  Perry  victory 
centennial  commission  of  Rhode  Island  appointed 
by  the  governor  by  authority  of  a  resolution  passed  at 
the  January  session,  A.  D.  1910:  Providedy  that  if  any 
part  of  the  appropriation  made  in  this  resolution  be 
used  to  defray  the  expenses  of  military  representation 
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of  the  state  at  the  occasion  of  the  said  celebration, 
such  military  representation  shall  be  composed  of 
equal  parts  taken  from  the  Newport  artillery,  the 
national  guard  of  Rhode  Island  and  the  naval 
militia,  the  commander-in-chief  to  assign  the  officers 
and  men  to  be  taken  from  the  said  different  parts  of 
the  Rhode  Island  militia.    And  be  it  further 

Resolvedy  That  the  personnel  of  the  representation 
provided  for  by  this  resolution  be  selected  by  the 
finance  committees  of  the  senate  and  house  of 
representatives. 


Resolution  appointing  Wednesday,  September  the  ^   n©^. 
tenth,  A.  D.  1913,  a  holiday.  ^^^^*  ^^^^'

Whereas,  Wednesday,  September  the  tenth,  A.  D. 
1913,  marks  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
battle  of  Lake  Erie,  fought  and  won  off  Put-in-Bay 
Island,  Lake  Erie,  State  of  Ohio,  in  which  Commo- 
dore Oliver  Hazard  Perry  won  his  naval  victory ;  and 

Whereas,  On  said  tenth  day  of  September,  A.  D. 
1913,  there  is  to  be  erected  on  said  island  a  permanent 
memorial  to  said  Commodore  Perry;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  fitting  that  the  citizens  of  this  state 
should  further  recognize  the  observance  of  said 
anniversary;   therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Wednesday,  September  the  tenth, 
A.  D.  1913  (as  Perry  Day),  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appointed  a  holiday  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  201  of  the  General  Laws. 


Resolution  authorizing  general  treasurer  to  borrow.       no  ?.

April  29,  1013. 


Whereas,  At  a  meeting  of  the  electors  of  this 
state  held  on  the  third  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1896, 
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the  general  assembly  was  ''authorized  to  provide  for 
the  borrowing,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  which  it  is  now  authorized  to  bor- 
row, the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof,  and  in  such  instalment 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary  for  the  uses 
of  the  state." 

Resolved,  That  the  general  treasurer  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  make  and  execute  in  behalf  of  the  state, 
from  time  to  time,*  a  note  or  notes,  payable  in  gold 
coin  of  the  United  States  of  the  present  standard  of 
weight  and  fineness,  and  not  to  exceed  at  any  time, 
in  the  aggregate  of  such  notes  the  amount  of  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  to  negotiate  the  same 
for  a  period  of  time  not  longer  than  one  year,  and  at 
a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  four  per  centum  per 
annum. 

Approved        Resolution  providing  for  a  joint  special  committee 
^0. 10^3-        iQ  examine  and  report  upon  changes  in  the  laws 
necessitated  by  the  adoption  of  Article  XVI  of  the 
amendments  to  the  constitution. 

Resolved,  That  two  members  of  the  senate  be 
appointed  by  his  honor  the  lieutenant  governor  and 
three  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  be 
appointed  by  the  honorable  speaker,  who  shall  con- 
stitute a  joint  special  conmiittee  to  examine  the 
General  and  Public  Laws  and  ascertain  and  report 
what  changes  if  any  should  be  made  therein  in  order 
to  conform  them  to  Article  XVI  of  the  amendments 
to  the  constitution  of  the  state,  and  said  joint  special 
conmiittee  is  hereby  directed  to  report  to  the  general 
assembly  at  this  session. 

In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  resolution  the 
said  committee  shall  be  allowed  the  necessary  ex- 
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penses  therefor,  including  the  employment  of  a  clerk 
not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  three  himdred  dollars;  and 
the  state  auditor  is  hereby  directed  to  draw  his  order 
upon  the  general  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  said 
sum  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  upon 
vouchers  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee. 


Resolution  extending  the  time  of  the  joint  special  ^   n^. 
committee  to  examine  the  changes  in  the  laws  aphi  29. 1913. 
necessitated  by  the  adoption  of  Article  XVI   of 
the  amendments  to  the  constitution  to  make  its 
report. 

Resolved,  That  the  joint  special  committee  ap- 
pointed by  virtue  of  house  resolution  number  two 
hundred  twenty-nine  of  the  general  assembly,  passed 
at  the  January  session,  A.  D.  1913,  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  the  General  and  Public  Laws  and  ascer- 
taming  and  reporting  what  changes  are  necessitated 
by  the  adoption  of  Article  XVI  of  the  amendments 
to  the  constitution,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  con- 
tinued and  directed  to  report  to  the  general  assembly 
at  the  January  session,  A.  D.  1914,  with  all  the 
authority  conferred  upon  said  committee  by  the  afore- 
said resolution.

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  printing  and  publishing  volumes  34  and 
35  of  the  Rhode  Island  Reports;  and  the  state 
auditor  is  hereby  directed  upon  the  presentation  of 
properly  authenticated  vouchers,  to  draw  his  order 
upon  the  general  treasurer  for  so  much  of  said  sum 
as  may  be  necessary  for  said  purpose,  to  be  paid  from 
any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropri- 
ated;  and  the  secretary  of  state  is  hereby  directed  to 
deliver  to  each  member  and  clerk  of  the  present 
general  assembly,  including  the  clerks  of  the  several 
committees,  and  to  the  probate  courts  of  the  several 
cities  and  towns,  one  copy  of  said  volumes  34  and  35 
of  the  Rhode  Island  Reports  when  they  shall  come 
into  his  hands  and  possession.

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  state  be  and  he 
hereby  is  directed  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  Public 
Laws  of  1909-1910  and  1911-1912,  and  the  General 
Laws  and  index  thereto  to  each  member  of  this 
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general  assembly  who  has  not  hitherto  received  the 
same. 


Kesolution  creating  a  commission  to  revise,  codify,  ^ppw^^^' 
and  amend  the  settlement  laws  of  the  state.  Aprii  29. 1913. 

Resolved,  That  the  governor  be  and  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  appoint  a  commission  to  consist  of  three 
members  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  study  of  the 
laws  of  this  and  other  states  relative  to  the  settlement 
of  paupers,  the  support  and  discipline  of  paupers,  keep- 
ing out  and  removing  paupers,  the  maintenance  of 
bastard  children,  the  support  and  care  of  dependent 
children,  and  laws  relating  to  other  kindred  subjects; 
and  shall  investigate  and  consider  the  needs  of  all  per- 
sons who  may  be  affected  by  such  laws  and  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  state  and  the  several  cities  and  towns 
therein  to  such  persons ;  and  shall  report  to  the  general 
assembly  not  later  than  the  January  session,  A.  D. 
1916,  giving  the  result  of  such  studies  and  investiga- 
tions and  making  such  recommendations  for  changes 
in  the  laws  of  the  state  relative  to  said  subjects  as 
may  be  considered  necessary  or  desirable,  and  with 
such  report  shall  submit  drafts  of  such  acts  as  may  be 
reconunended  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  such 
changes. 

In  the  performance  of  the  duties  hereby  imposed, 
the  said  commission  may  hold  hearings,  both  public 
and  private,  and  seek  reconmiendations  and  sugges- 
tions from  such  persons  and  in  such  manner  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  considered  advisable. 

Said  commission  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  engage  and  employ  legal  assistance  in  connection 
with  the  performance  of  the  duties  hereby  imposed 
and  is  hereby  authorized  to  incur  expense  therefor, 
but  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 
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Subject  to  the  authority  and  approval  of  the  com- 
mission on  state  printing,  said  commission  is  hereby 
authorized  to  have  printed,  at  the  expense  of  the 
state,  notices  of  hearings,  its  report  and  any  proposed 
acts  which  it  may  recommend,  and  all  other  matter 
which  it  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable. 

In  case  of  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  occurring  in 
said  commission,  however  the  same  may  occur,  such 
vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  appointment 
to  be  made  by  the  governor.  The  members  of  said 
commission  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

The  smn  of  five  hundred  dollars  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  required  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this 
resolution,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated;  and  the  state  auditor  is 
hereby  directed  to  draw  his  order  or  orders  upon  the 
general  treasurer  for  so  much  of  the  aggregate  sum 
hereby  appropriated  as  may  be  necessary  upon 
receipt  by  him  of  vouchers  properly  authenticated 
by  said  commission.

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  and  the 
same  hereby  is  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
by  the  board  of  control  and  supply  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  the  several  institutions  under  the 
control  of  said  board  until  such  time  as  the  general 
assembly  shall  have  provided  the  necessary  appro- 
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priations  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
said  institutions  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December 
31,  1913;  and  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
herein  appropriated  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  have 
been  used  by  the  said  board  in  carrying  out  the  pur- 
pose of  this  resolution  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
amount  that  may  hereafter  be  appropriated  for  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  the  said  institutions  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1913;  and 
the  state  auditor  is  hereby  directed  to  draw  his 
orders  upon  the  general  treasurer  for  the  payment  of 
said  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  such  part  or 
parts  thereof  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required 
upon  presentation  of  proper  vouchers.

Resolved,  That  the  smn  of  thirty-eight  thousand 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in 
the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the 
payment  of  bills  incurred  by  the  state  house  com- 
mission in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  devolved  upon 
it  by  Chapter  37  of  General  Laws;  and  the  state 
auditor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  draw 
his  orders  upon  the  general  treasurer  for  such  por- 
tions as  may  be  required  from  time  to  time,  upon 
the  receipt  by  him  of  vouchers  therefor,  properly 
authenticated  by  the  said  commission.

1.  The  following  joint  standing  committees  of 
both  houses  shall  be  created  at  the  conunencement 
of  the  January  session,  viz. : 

A  committee  on  accounts  and  claims. 

A  committee  on  sales  of  real  estate. 

A  committee  on  executive  communications. 

A  committee  on  Engrossed  acts. 

A  conmiittee  on  printing. 

A  conmiittee  on  rules  and  orders. 

A  committee  on  public  health. 

2.  Each  joint  standing  committee  shall  consist  of 
five  members  of  the  house  and  three  members  of  the 
senate. 
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3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  joint  committee  on 
accoimts  and  claims  to  consider  all  such  accoimts  and 
petitions  in  relation  to  claims  and  demands  against 
the  state  as  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  to  report 
their  opinion  thereon  and  such  propostitions  relative 
thereto  as  may  seem  to  them  expedient. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  joint  committee  on 
sales  of  real  estate  to  consider  all  petitions  in  relation 
to  the  sale  of  real  estate  which  may  be  referred  to 
them,  and  to  report  their  opinion  thereon  and  such 
propostitions  relative  thereto  as  may  seem  to  them 
expedient. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  joint  committee  on 
executive  communications  to  consider  all  conununi- 
cations  from  the  federal  government,  from  the  states,. 
and  from  the  government  of  this  state,  and  all  such 
other  matter  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  either 
house,  and  to  report  their  opinion  thereon  and  such 
propositions  relative  thereto  as  may  seem  to  them 
expedient. 

6.  All  acts  or  bills  passed  in  concurrence  by  either 
house  shall  thereupon  be  referred  to  the  joint  com- 
mittee on  engrossed  acts,  who  shall  forthwith  cause 
the  same  to  be  fairly  engrossed  on  at  least  one  sheet 
of  paper,  without  interlineations  or  erasures,  with  a 
margin  of  not  less  than  one  inch  on  each  side,  and 
shall  carefully  compare  the  engrossed  copy  with  the 
act  or  bill  referred  to  them,  and  if  truly  and  rightly 
engrossed,  shall  report  the  engrossed,  together  with 
the  original  act  or  bill,  to  the  house  from  which  it  was 
received  by  said  committee.  The  committee  shall 
keep  a  record  of  the  titles  of  all  the  acts  and  bills 
which  they  shall  cause  to  be  engrossed,  and  lodge  the 
same  in  the  oflSce  of  the  secretary  of  state.  Every 
engrossed  act  or  bill  reported  back  by  said  committee 
to  either  house  shall  on  the  same  day  be  transmitted 
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to  the  governor,  in  the  case  of  the  senate  by  the 
secretary  of  state,  and  in  the  case  of  the  house  of 
representatives  by  its  recording  clerk,  and  the  original 
act  or  bill  and  all  documents  relating  thereto  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  governor  with  such  engrossed  act 
or  bill.  The  oflScer  so  transmitting  any  such  en- 
grossed act  or  bill  shall  certify  thereon  the  date  of  its 
transmission,  and  shall  enter  upon  the  journals  of  the 
senate  or  house  of  representatives,  as  the  case  may  be, 
on  the  day  of  such  transmission,  a  record  of  the  title 
of  every  act  or  bill  so  transmitted. 

7.  Whenever  the  governor  shall  return  to  either 
house  an  act  or  bill  transmitted  to  him  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  rule,  the  presiding  officer  of  such 
house  shall  at  once  cause  the  house  to  be  notified  of 
such  return  and  the  reasons  given  by  the  governor 
therefor,  and  shall  order  such  reasons  or  objections 
to  be  entered  upon  the  journal  of  that  body. 

8.  The  engrossed  acts  and  bills  which  shall  be 
reported  to  the  senate,  and  passed  by  them,  shall  be 
certified  by  the  secretary  of  state;  and  those  reported 
to  the  house  of  representatives,  and  passed  by  them, 
shall  be  certified  by  the  speaker  of  the  house. 

9.  When  any  act  or  bill  shall  be  passed  in  con- 
currence by  either  house,  it  shall  be  referred  to  the 
committee  on  engrossed  acts,  and  when  reported  by 
them  as  having  been  properly  engrossed,  shall  be 
certified  as  provided  by  rule  8.  The  term  "Act," 
whenever  used  in  rules  6,  7  and  8,  shall  be  construed 
to  include  every  bill,  resolution,  or  vote  which  shall 
have  passed  either  house  in  concurrence,  except  such 
as  relate  to  adjournment,  the  organization  or  con- 
duct of  either  or  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly, 
and  the  resolutions  proposing  amendments  to  the 
constitution. 
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10.  All  acts,  bills,  and  resolutions  passed  in  con- 
currence by  either  house,  or  passed  in  concurrence 
over  the  objections  of  the  governor,  shall  be  com- 
municated by  message  to  the  other  house. 

1 1 .  Neither  house  shall  entertain  any  petition  the 
subject  of  which  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  court 
in  this  state. 

12.  Every  bill  or  resolution  presented  to  either 
house  shall  be  plainly  written  with  ink  upon  a  full 
sheet  of  paper  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces 
between  the  sections,  with  a  full  title  and  proper 
endorsement;  and  if  an  amendment  to  a  public  act, 
it  shall  in  addition  to  its  title  name  the  nmnber  of 
the  chapter  to  which  it  refers. 

13.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the  senate 
to  the  house  of  representatives,  it  shall  be  annoimced 
at  the  door  of  the  house  by  the  sheriff,  and  again, 
when  the  messenger  comes  within  the  bar  of  the 
house,  by  the  speaker  or  presiding  oflBcer  of  the  house; 
when  all  business  shall  be  suspended  until  the  mes- 
sage shall  be  received  and  answered,  if  any  answer 
be  necessary,  and  the  message  shall  be  respectfully 
communicated  to  the  chair  by  the  person  by  whom 
it  may  be  sent. 

14.  The  same  ceremony  shall  be  observed  when  a 
message  shall  be  sent  by  the  house  of  representatives 
to  the  senate. 

15.  All  summons  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses 
before  either  house  of  the  general  assembly,  or  before 
any  special  or  standing  committee  of  either  or  both 
houses  thereof  (authorized  to  send  for  persons  or 
papers),  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  house  before  which  such  witness  may  be  required 
to  attend,  or  the  presiding  officer  of  the  house  in 
which    the    committee    originated;     or,    if    before 
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joint  committee,  by  the  presiding  oflBcer  of  the  house 
where  the  authority  to  send  for  persons  and  papers 
originated. 

16.  When  any  summons  shaU  be  issued  to  any 
witness  to  attend  upon  either  house  of  the  general 
assembly,  or  before  any  committee  of  either  or  both 
houses  thereof,  it  may  be  served  by  any  officer  in 
attendance  upon  the  general  assembly,  by  reading 
the  same  to  the  person  to  whom  it  is  directed,  in  his 
presence  and  hearing,  or  by  giving  to  or  tendering 
him  an  attested  copy  thereof. 

17.  Any  witness,  summoned  as  aforesaid,  attend- 
ing  upon  either  house  of  the  general  assembly,  or 
before  any  committee  of  either  or  both  houses  thereof 
authorized  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  like  fees  for  travel  and  attend- 
ance allowed  witnesses  attending  the  superior  court 
to  testify  in  behalf  of  the  state  in  criminal  cases;  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  general  treasury,  upon  the  order 
of  the  presiding  officer  of  the  house  or  committee 
before  which  such  witnesses  shall  have  attended  in 
obedience  to  summons  issued  or  served  as  aforesaid. 

18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  committee  before 
which  any  witness  shall  have  been  summoned  to 
testify  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  who  shall  have 
neglected  or  refused  to  testify  or  to  produce  books  or 
papers,  if  he  shall  in  such  smnmons  have  been  re- 
quested to  produce  books  or  papers,  as  soon  as  shall 
be  practicable  after  such  neglect  or  refusal,  to  report 
the  same  to  the  house  in  which  such  committee 
originated;  or,,  if  a  joint  committee,  to  the  house 
before  which  the  authority  originated  for  the  com- 
mittee to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  to  the  end  that 
the  house  may  issue  an  attachment  to  pimish  the 
contempt  by  the  witness  of  the  authority  of  such 
house.

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19.  All  attachments  for  cojitempt  of  the  authority 
of  either  or  of  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly 
shall  be  directed  to  the  sheriff,  or  his  deputies,  of  the 
county  in  which  the  general  assembly  shall  be  in 
session,  and  may  by  such  sheriffs  or  deputies  be  served 
in  any  county  within  the  state. 

20.  The  joint  committees  of  the  two  houses,  ex- 
cepting the  joint  committee  on  engrossed  acts,  may 
report  by  bill,  resolve,  or  otherwise,  to  either  house 
at  their  discretion;  and  all  bills  or  resolves  reported 
by  them  shall  be  written  in  a  fair,  legible  hand,  with- 
out interlineation,  on  not  less  than  a  sheet  of  paper, 
with  suitable  margins  and  spaces  between  the  several 
sections  or  resolves,  and  have  a  full  and  clear  title, 
with  a  proper  endorsement. 

21.  Reports  of  joint  committees  may  be  recom- 
mitted to  the  same  committees  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
house  first  acting  thereon,  without  asking  the  con- 
currence of  the  other  branch,  and  bills  or  resolves 
which  have  been  previously  acted  on  in  one  branch 
may  be  recommitted  by  the  other  without  a  con- 
current vote,  except  when  recommitted  with  instruc- 
tions: Provided,  that  after  such  recommitment 
reports  shall  in  all  cases  be  made  to  the  branch  which 
shall  have  ordered  such  recommitment. 

22.  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the 
two  houses  to  meet  in  grand  committee,  such  agree- 
ment shall  not  be  annulled  or  altered  except  by 
concurrent  vote. 

23.  No  business  shall  be  entered  upon  in  grand 
coDMnittee  other  than  that  named  in  the  invitation 
to  meet  in  grand  committee. 

24.  Whenever  any  petition,  act,  or  bill,  or  the 
further  consideration  of  any  matter,  is  continued  by 
either  house  to  the  next  session  of  the  general  assem- 
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bly,  with  or  without  order  of  notice,  such  action 
thereon  shall  not  be  communicated  to  the  other  house. 

25.  In  order  to  preserve  uniformity  in  the  official 
papers  and  ensiu^  accuracy,  all'  petitions,  acts,  and 
resolutions  presented  to  the  general  assembly  shall, 
as  far  as  possible,  be  written  upon  paper  of  a  uniform 
size  and  style,  which  shall  be  furnished  by  the  sec- 
retary of  state  and  the  clerks  of  the  two  houses. 

26.  The  joint  conmiittees  of  the  two  houses,  and 
the  standing  and  select  committees  of  each  house, 
may  m  their  discretion  order  the  printing  of  any 
petition,  bill,  or  other  paper  referred  to  them;  and 
aU  said  committees  may  report  in  print. 

27.  All  reports  presented  to  either  house,  or  to 
the  governor  and  forwarded  by  him  to  either  house, 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  other  house  and  then 
referred  by  that  house  to  the  commission  on  state 
printing  and  such  commission  may  in  its  discretion 
authorize  the  printing  of  such  reports  or  any  part 
or  abstract  thereof :  Provided,  that  either  house  may 
refer  such  reports  to  one  of  its  own  committees  before 
transmission  to  the  other  house  or  before  reference 
to  the  commission  on  state  printing,  but  no  report 
shall  be  printed  unless  recommended  by  the  com- 
mission on  state  printing,  or  unless  so  ordered  by 
joint  resolution  of  the  general  assembly. 

28.  Whenever  the  two  houses  meet  in  grand  com- 
mittee for  the  election  of  any  person  to  any  position, 
the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  upon  the  request 
of  ten  members  of  the  grand  committee. 

29.  No  bill,  act,  or  resolution  shall  be  considered 
by  the  general  assembly  except  by  imanimous  con- 
sent of  the  house  in  which  such  act,  bill,  or  resolution 
is  introduced,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  pre- 
sented on  or  before  the  fifty-second  day  of  the  session 
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and  reported  from  a  committee  or  placed  upon  the 
calendar,  on  or  before  thfe  jfifty-sixth  day  of  the 
session. 

30.  Any  joint  rule  may  be  altered,  suspended,  or 
rescinded  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  each  house  present  and  voting  thereon; 
but  such  action  may  be  taken  with  reference  to  any 
joint  rule  after  one  calendar  day's  notice  in  each 
house,  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  each  house  present  and  voting  thereon.
